DISGUST AS 
VANDALS WRECK 
ISLAND MUSEUM 


A SPATE of attacks 
by vandals has set 
back plans for a 
new museum on 
Barry Island. 

John Buxton, 
managing director of 
Barry Tourist Railway 
and patron of the Barry 
at War Museum, said the 
culprits needed to be 
apprehended and he 
hoped images taken at 
Plymouth Road on the 
Island may help people 
identify them from the 
clothes they were 
wearing. The images 
have been circulated on 
social media. 

John said: “Barry as a 
town is all the poorer for 
the mindless actions of a 
few. Vandals have 
wrecked the proposed 
new museum that our 
team has been working 
on at the Plymouth Road 
site. 

“Vehicles and 
artifacts have been 
trashed, windows 
smashed and oil-based 
paint daubed liberally in 
the exhibition shed. 

“Several items are 
missing. The loss and 
damage runs into many 
thousands of pounds.”

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Penarth man gets 
four-year sentence 
to protect women 


A SERIAL sexual 
predator who 
preyed on lone 
women in Penarth 
for nine years has 
been put behind 
bars. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court 27-year-old Mark 
Maxwell was jailed for 
four years after being 


described by Judge 
Stephen Hopkins QC as 
a “dangerous 

defendant”. 

Maxwell, of 

Mountjoy Crescent, 
Penarth, admitted two 
charges of sexual 
assault. 

He was said to have a 
string of previous 
convictions involving

sexual offences. 

The Judge said 
Maxwell had shown no 
remorse whatsover and 
admitted that he had 
been involved in such 
behaviour in the Penarth 
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area for about nine 
years. 

Judge Hopkins 
stressed he had a duty to 
protect the female 
population of the town 
who were “at real risk” 
of Maxwell’s behaviour. 

Said the Judge: “You 
targeted lone females 
day and night.” 

He said that while he 
was in prison, the 
women of Penarth 
would be protected from 
his “predatory 

behaviour”. 

Prosecutor Tom 
Roberts said that about 
4.30pm on February 14, 
the first victim was 
walking in Plassey 
Street. 

Maxwell crossed the 
road to walk towards 
her. 

As he made eye 
contact, she looked 
away and he reached out 
and touched her right 
thigh and squeezed her 
right buttock. 

“She froze in shock” 
and was sore for two to 
three days. She reported 
the matter to the police 
and in a victim impact 
statement said she had 
undergone trauma and 
was now vigilant when 
walking alone. 

She also said she was 
in shock and didn’t feel 
safe in the town. 

She added: “I never 
thought such a thing 
would happen in 
Penarth.” She said she 
believed that she had a 
right to walk the streets 
and not feel fearful. 

The incident, she 
said, had affected her 
wellbeing. 

The second incident 
was on April 21 
involving a woman 
running on the outskirts 
of Penarth at about 
7.15pm towards the 
sports village. 

Maxwell smiled at 
her and grabbed her 
bottom. She responded 
by calling him a 
“dickhead.” 

When she arrived 
home, she called the 
police and said she felt 
angry, upset and felt 
“dirty”. 

Those incidents, said 
Mr Roberts, were 
captured on CCTV. 
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When arrested, Maxwell 
said what occurred was 
“in the heat of the 
moment”. 

He had a previous 
conviction of sexual 
assault in Mountjoy 
Crescent when he pulled 
up a woman’s top, 
exposing her breasts. 

He also had a 
conviction for attempted 
sexual assault and 
making lewd gestures, 
and approaching another 
woman and grabbing her 
left buttock. 

His counsel, Sue 
Ferrier, said: “It is a 
truly troubling case 
which has had a great 
impact on these women. 

“Maxwell has had his 
difficulties and made it 
worse by committing the 
second offence while on 
bail.” 

She said he had 
always felt sorry 
afterwards and 

appreciated that what he 
had done was wrong. 

She said he felt 
unable to appropriately 
react in a relationship. 
The Judge made a 
Sexual Harm Prevention 
Order, to run 
indefinitely.

CONSERVATIVE LEADER 
QUESTIONS VALE AM 
ON HIGHWAYS ISSUES 


THE Welsh 
Government is 
being urged to 
press on with 
improving the A48 
road through the 
Vale. 

Welsh Conservative 
leader, Andrew R T 
Davies, questioned 
business secretary and 
Vale AM Jane Hutt on 
the issue at the National 
Assembly recently. 

He told Ms Hutt he 
had raised the issue 
with her on several 
occasions. 

Mr Davies said: “It is 
now becoming 
ridiculous that we have 
collapsed manholes and 
potholes on an A road 
that is the main link 
between Bridgend and 
Cardiff, which, as you 
will appreciate, is 
heavily used. 

“I appreciate there 
are recent road 
markings that have been 
put down, which 
indicate maintenance as 
pending. 

“But as a frequent 
user of this road, very 
often the road markings 
come and go but no 


work happens in 
between. 

“Could we have a 
statement as to what 
maintenance is planned 
for the summer period 
so that when we do 
enter the winter months 
we do see genuine 
improvement in the 
condition of the road?” 

Ms Hutt said while 
the Welsh Government 
does have some 
responsibility, it is the 
Conservative-controlled 
Vale Council (formed 
after the May 4, 2017 
elections) that is the key 
highway authority in 
relation to roads within 
its area. 

Mr Davies also asked 
Ms Hutt about progress 
on the improvements to 
Five Mile Lane - the 
A4226 - which links 
Bonvilston with Barry 
and Cardiff Airport. 

Mr Davies told Ms 
Hutt: “There have been 
considerable workings 
on the site, but there 
doesn’t seem to be any 
progress on the actual 
starting of the 
construction phase of 
the road. 

“I think completion 


was due some time next 
year. Could we have an 
update as to how work 
is progressing? 

“Has there been any 
movement in the 
timeline for completion 
of this project so that 
we can be better 
informed as to how this 
£26 million project is 
developing?” 

Ms Hutt said the Vale 
Council is the key 
highway authority in 
relation to roads within 
the Vale, including Five 


Mile Lane. 

She told Mr Davies: 
“The Welsh Labour 
Government has 
provided the funding, 
which I know you've 
welcomed, for Five 
Mile Lane. 

“It is the Vale 
Council that is 
responsible for project 
managing Five Mile 
Lane. I’m sure you will 
seek an update from 
your colleagues on the 
Vale Council.”

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Dinas man’s BEM 
award for 55 years 
of voluntary work 


A MAN from Dinas 
Powys has been 
awarded the British 
Empire Medal in 
recognition of 
voluntary work 
going back 55 years. 

Mr Edward Jenkins 
(74) began volunteering 
in the village in 1962 
when he helped elderly 
people attending an old 
folks club on Wednesday 
evenings. 

His BEM citation in 
the Queen’s Birthday 
Honours List reads ‘For 
voluntary work in Dinas 
Powys’, but Mr Jenkins 
also has a long track 
record of volunteering in 
the south Wales deaf 
community too. 

News that he was 
getting the medal came 
as a complete shock. 
People who receive the 
award don’t even know 
they have even been 
no mi nated. 

He explained: “They 
write to you a month 
before to see if you will 
accept it. When the letter 
arrived, I cried, and 
thought: ‘Isn’t it lovely?’ 
” He will receive the 
medal at a ceremony at 
Cardiff Castle and will 
also attend an event at 
Buckingham Palace.

Mr Jenkins said he 
was humbled by the 
award. “Without the 
support of my wife Jane, 
who has shared me with 
various organisations 
over the years, I am sure 
I would not be receiving 
this accolade. 

“In my volunteering, I 
have often been part of a 
team.” 

Mr Jenkins lived in 
Dinas Powys until the 
age of five at which point 
the family moved to 


Barry where he later 
attended grammar 
school. In his late teens, 
he returned to Dinas. 

His parents Arthur and 
Gertrude were both deaf 
and mute and part of a 
small community of just 
five people in Barry who 
were ‘sign dependent’. 

It was in part due to 
that experience that he 
understood the need to 
help people overcome 
obstacles in life. 

He was a founder of 


South Glamorgan 

Association for the Deaf 
in 1973, which became 
Cardiff Deaf Centre in 
2013. Mr Jenkins 
currently serves as the 
chairman and all the 
other board members are 
profoundly deaf. 

He is a strong 
advocate that British 
Sign Language should be 
an official language in 
Wales and that its 
adoption would improve 
the quality of life of deaf 
people. 

He said: “The best 
vehicle to promote the 
adoption of BSL as an 
official language in 
Wales is a political 
platform.

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I T’S rare to see 
Chris Evans on 
screen in a non- 
Marvel role; after 
all, the man who 
brings Captain 
America to life has 
in the last six years 
made several films 
in that role, with 
only the likes of 
Snowpiercer and 
Before We Go, 
showcasing the 
actor’s talent away 
from the role of the 
First Avenger. 

Gifted is his latest 
film, which sees him 
star as Frank, a man 
who is looking after his 
young niece Mary 
(Mckenna Grace) 
following the suicide of 
her mother.

out to be far more 
intelligent than any 
child her age. But Frank 
is reticent for Mary to 
be treated any 
differently, and when 
his estranged mother 
Evelyn (Lindsay 
Duncan) seeks custody 
of Mary, Frank has to 
fight to keep her under 
his wing... 

No doubt suffering 
some blockbuster 
fatigue, Gifted is an 
opportunity for Chris 
Evans to stretch his 
acting muscles; it also 
acts as something of a 
palate cleanser for 
director Marc Webb, 
last seen being vilified 
for the mundane 
Amazing Spider-Man 2. 

As such it’s a low- 
key film that keeps you 
watching throughout, 
without ever really 
kicking into a higher 
gear. It ticks some 
familiar boxes, but the 
charm of the cast and an 
emotional story that 


connects make this a 
hugely watchable piece 
of work. 

The highlight of the 
film isn’t Evans, 
however, but rather his 
younger co-star 
Mckenna Grace. It 
seems you can’t move 
for child prodigies in 
the acting profession, 
and Grace is yet another 
one to add to the list in 
a performance that is 
funny, tender and at 
times painfully raw. 

It’s mesmerising 
watching a 10-year-old 
girl hit the sort of range 
and notes that Grace 
manages to do here, 
veering from the 
precociousness of a 
child genius through to 
the childlike wonder of 
creating a new chant for 
her one-eyed cat, but 
her performance is so 
genuine that you never 
feel like you’re 
watching a youngster 
act; instead Grace’s 
superb turn shines 


brightly in the film. 

That’s not to say that 
those around her don’t 
pull their weight; it’s a 
pleasure to see Evans in 
civvies for a few 
fleeting moments and 
not having to topline the 
latest Marvel 
blockbuster. 

It’s a character that 
feels a little predictable 
in parts, the handsome, 
mystery guy with a sad 
back-story, but Evans 
fills it out with more 
than just cliche, the 
relationship with Grace 
delivered superbly and 
Evans obviously 
delights in tackling 
something a little more 
satisfying artistically. 

Jenny Slate, as the 
teacher who unwittingly 
puts the events of the 
film in motion, is most 
notably a comedic 
actress, but here she is 
strong as Frank’s 
sounding board and 
part-time love interest. 

Lindsay Duncan’s 


Evelyn is another cut 
from predictable cloth, 
but again the class of 
the actress shines 
through and makes for 
something a little more 
interesting and 
engaging. 

It’s just a shame that 
Octavia Spencer is 
saddled with a nothing 
role as Frank’s 
neighbour, a waste of 
the actress’ considerable 
talents. 

While the story 
moves through familiar 
motions, it does makes 
interesting points about 
child prodigies and 
what is best for them - 
living a normal life in 
an extraordinary way, or 
being among gifted 
individuals and perhaps 
losing their childhood. 

The script doesn’t 
rush to judge either side 
of the argument, and it 
makes for interesting 
discussion post-viewing 
as to what you would 
do in the same situation. 


Marc Webb gets over 
his post-Spider-Man 
blues by delivering 
something visually 
understated and driven 
wholly by performance. 

While the music 
director in him comes 
out occasionally (there 
are some gorgeously 
shot scenes) this is more 
reminiscent of Webb’s 
work on the incredible 
(500) Days of Summer 
than his dabbling with 
the webslinger, rooting 
the film in character and 
narrative. 

Where the film 
doesn’t quite work is its 
descent into courtroom 
drama that plays out 
with unerring 
predictability, as does 
the final 20 minutes 
which discards the 
rooted-in-reality 
element of the film and 
replaces it with 
something more 
melodramatic and less 
engaging. 

While this blots the

VERDICT: It may 
sometimes fall on the 
side of predictable, with 
characters to match, but 
the charms of the 
performances, in 
particular Chris Evans 
and the incredible 
Mckenna Grace, make 
Gifted a worthwhile 
watch. While it never 
kicks into top gear, 
there’s enough here to 
keep you interested 
from start to (slightly 
melodramatic) finish.

AN application for an Aldi 
store on the Ty Verlon Estate 
was turned down by Vale’s 
planning committee last week.

The application was 
recommended for refusal by officers 
because it might involve the loss of 
an employment site and could

Mr Rob Jones, the regional 
property director of Aldi, told 
councillors the company disagreed 
with the grounds for refusal, 
believing more shoppers would be 
encouraged to stay in the town, and 
pointing out that a new store would 
create 40 new jobs. 

However, councillors voted to 
refuse the application.

Barry’s war dead 
June 1917 


- Lest 

TO mark the centenary of 
World War One, Paul Kemp of 
the Barry at War group has 
supplied this sadly, substantial 
listing of Barry men who died 
in just one month in 1917,100 
years ago.

The Rest Bridge Club 
are up with the times! 


THE Rest Bridge Club was 
established over 10 years ago, 
as an offshoot from the U3A 
teaching classes in the Rest 
Home, in the days when it was 
a vibrant focal point for many 
local activities. 

The club is now one of the most 
popular in south Wales, boasting more 
than a 10-table attendance, every 
Tuesday afternoon. 

With the increasing attendance, the 
manual chore of scoring, and results 
compilation, necessitated the club 
committee assessing alternative 
methods. 

The club decided on using the most 
modern technology currently 
available. This is based on each table 
having an Android device (in our case 
modified ‘Kindles’ - but smartphones 
would be perfectly acceptable). 

These are wi-fi linked to a 
computer, running a scoring program. 
The Kindles (when adapted they are 
branded as ‘Bridgetabs’) are equipped 
with a licensed piece of software, 


which provides the players with a 
highly user-friendly colour interface 
into which results are entered as hands 
are played. 

The system has been well received 
both by players and the club 
administrators. Session results are 
available within seconds of the last 
hand being played. 

In order to fund the scheme, the club 
applied to ‘Awards For All Wales’ 
which enables community groups to 
acquire National Lottery funding for 
appropriate projects. 

The application process was 
straightforward (online application 
taking a couple of hours), and the 
AAW response was excellent, with 
only the minimum of associated red- 
tape. The grant approval took about 
two weeks. The club committe extend 
their thanks. 

The club would also like to thank 
the national ‘Bridgetab’ agent (Keith 
Butler) for the system supply, and the 
scoring software supplier (Jeff Smith) 
for the assistance given.

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Two wins on the spin get Lions in gear... 

now to face the might of the All Blacks! 


T HE 2017 British & Irish 
Lions tour of New 
Zealand has been 
something of a stop-start affair. 

While the weekend team have 
worked hard to earn victories, the 
midweek team have been less than 
successful, having lost their two 
outings in games where they must 
have hoped to perform better. 

So what better way to warm up for 
the first test than for the Lions to 
have put in arguably their two finest 
performances to date, overpowering 
the New Zealand Maoris on Saturday 
by 32 points to 10, and then defeating 
the Chiefs (who were, admittedly, 
somewhat understrength) by 34 
points to 6. 

The Lions’ switch into a higher 
gear couldn’t have come at a better 
time with the first test against the All 
Blacks on Saturday, and if ever two 
big performances were needed it was 
in these games. 

There have been plenty of flashes 
\on the tour so far, but it took until 


last Saturday for it to form into one 
solid and satisfying performance 
against very difficult opposition. 

Points win games and while the 
Lions hadn’t been particularly 
generous defensively, offensively the 
need to get scores on the board and 
show their attacking intent was vital. 

So racking up 66 points across two 
games will be a boost for the team, as 
will the manner of the performances 
and the way certain individuals have 
shone through. 

On Saturday it was Maro Itoje and 
Peter O’Mahony in particular who 
played themselves into serious 
contention for starting roles against 
the All Blacks, while Leigh 
Halfpenny’s metronomic boot was a 
reassuring sight on a tour that has 
seen the usually-dependable Owen 
Farrell be less than impressive from 
the dead ball. 

In the backs, the likes of Ben Te’o 
and Anthony Watson shone, but 
anyone thinking that Saturday’s team 
were nailed on to start obviously 
didn’t pass the message on to the XV

that started against the Chiefs on 
Tuesday. 

Starting the midweek game before 
the first test is often a sure sign that 
you won’t be involved come Saturday, 
but the performance of many in the 
red shirt threw a few interesting 
questions in the air. 

Granted it was far different 
opposition to those faced previously - 
the Chiefs’ team depleted by those 
who lined up for Maori New Zealand 
a few days previously - but the 
manner and tone of the performance 
indicated that Warren Gatland and 
his coaches may need to do some last- 
minute thinking before naming the 
starting line-up for the All Blacks. 

Of note were Liam Williams, 
finally looking like the player he is on 
this tour, whose line breaking and 
deftness under the high ball was a 
pleasure to watch. It won’t be just 


Scarlets fans calling for him to make 
the team. 

Jack Nowell’s two tries showed his 
attacking threat when afforded space, 
while Elliot Daly’s versatility will no 
doubt come into play, the Englishman 
delivering another strong and solid 
performance. 

It suggests that while numbers one 
through to eight are pretty much 
nailed on (the issue of whether Maro 
Itoje’s dynamism and ability to cover 
several positions is best used in a 
starting or a replacement capacity is a 
tricky one, as is the selection of 
captain Sam Warburton, whose tour 
has been fragmented due to injury), 
there is room for manoeuvre in the 
backs. 

Owen Farrell’s injury means that 
it’s likely an Irish axis at nine and 10 
will start in Connor Murray and 
Jonny Sexton, but after that the hard 
questions need to be answered. 

Has George North done enough to 
warrant a starting place in the team? 
Arguably no, but when on song who 
better to face head-on the All Blacks? 


Who will occupy the centre berths? 
Each candidate has made compelling 
arguments so far, but where do 
Gatland and his coaches want to take 
the game - down the route of ballast 
and brawn, or will they be better 
served attempting to play their way 
through the middle and fight for 
space? 

If it seemed relatively difficult 
naming a test XV at the start of the 
tour, the last two performances have 
made it all the more tricky, something 
that will both delight and beguile the 
selectors in the lead-up to the team 
announcement. 

It promises to be a thrilling 
encounter with the world champions, 
and one that can be faced with much 
more confidence than in the early 
part of this tour. 

With the Lions seemingly clicking 
into a higher gear, and the knowledge 
that a series win over the All Blacks 
will be both momentous and historic, 
Saturday can’t come soon enough! J
